“A policy of abundance includes 
some factors that lie outside the 
field of agriculture,” he added. 
“The maintenance of high levels 
of employment and the mainte- 
hance oi export outlets are prime 
essentials.” 

The Guvernment now has a war- 
time farm program. The major 
price-supporting phases ‘of it will 
expire Dec. 31 unless Congress 
acts at this session.

Only One or Two Dele- 
gates at Convention Op- 
pose Change in Union 
Constitution. 


BOSTON, May 14 (AP) -- The 
biggest CIO union, the United 
Steel Workers, today barred Com- 
munists from holding office. 

The nearly 3200 delegates 
changed the union constitution to 
keep Communists out of any local 
or international office and to pre- 
vent them from serving as dele- 
gates of any committee. 


The action came as the 14 mem- 
bers of the union’s executive 
board pondered the major prob- 
lem of whether they should sign 
non- Communist affidavits under 
the Taft- Hartley law. The major 
steel companies do not intend to 
make new wage contracts with 
the union, if it does not comply, 
President Philip Murray said yes- 
terday. 

Only one or two delegates today 
opposed the constitutional change 
to bar Communists from union 
office. 

Robert Ratner of Los ‘Angeles 
asked: 

“Who is going to be judge of 
who ig a Communist?” 

The opposition was swept away, 
however, by a number of dele- 
gates who blasted, “crummy com- 
mies!” and “agents of the Krem- 
lin.” 

James McCoy of Coraopolis, 
Pa., said he wished it were possi- 
ble to bar Communists from union 
membership, The anti-closed shop 
provision of the Taft-Hartley law, 
however, forbids non-hiring of a 
person because of non-member- 
ship in a union.

The body of Edward N. Hucks, 
Negro picket killed by a strike- 
breaker last Sunday at the Ar- 
mour & Co, plant in National 
City, was vscorted by about 
1200 fellow strikers today in a fu- 
neral procession which moved 
through the streets of the East 
Side past the strike-bound plant. 
War veteran members of the 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers of America, wearing their 
military uniforms, formed an es- 
cort of honor, carrying a union 
banner. Behind them walked 
about 800 strikers, Negroes maren- 
ing beside white members of the 
union, The sidewalks were lined 
with curious spectators, who heed- 
ed yells of the marchers to remove 
their hats in respect for the 
American flag in the parade. 
Brief funeral services were con- 
ducted by the Rev. R. B. Lyles, 
Negro, pastor of St. Mark’s 
Church, at Bohemian Fall, 
Eleventh street and Exchange 
avenue in East St. Louis. The 
hall, which seats only 400, was 
filled to overflowing. 

At the head of the procession 
rode the picket’s wi and 10- 


year-old adopted son. Next came 
a hearse filled with flowers, fol- 


lowed by a hearse bearing the 
body and escorted by eight hon- 
orary pallbearers on foot. About 
100 automobiles brought up the 
rear. 

In the stockyards the proces- 
sion passed pens filled with bawl- 
ing cattle. At the plant where 
Hucks was shot to death, blinds 
in the office were drawn and 12 
pickets carrying “strike captain” 
signs were on duty. They halted 
their up-and-down march as the 
funeral procession moved by. 

It was an orderly parade, and 
the 28 East St. Louis, National 
City and tSate Highway patrol- 
men confined their activities to 
directing traffic. Fearing vio- 
lence, Mayor F. M. Sheppard of 
National City at first refused 
permission for. the parade, but 
later had changed his mind after

The indictment was returned in 
the court of United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen by the Sep- 
tember term grand jury, which re- 
convened yesterday to consider ad- 
ditional evidence of fraud in South- 
east Missouri. 

In its report, the jury said the 
three judges “unlawfully con- 
spired” and caused to be placed 
among the legal ballots, others 
that were “false, forged, fictitious 
and altered” so that they would 
be counted with the legal ballots 
and be certified as a part of the 
total vote. 

Powell; French and Tomlinson 
served ag judges in Carroll's fill- 
ing station, which was the pre- 
cinct polling place. This station 
figured prominently recently in 
the trial of three Scott county 
politicians, who faced similar 
charges which were dismissed on 
a Government motion at Cape 
Girardeau. 

Evidence was presented to the

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)— 
A new tug-of-war between the 
Rules and Armed Services Com- 
mittees threatened today to stymie 
House action on draft legislation. 

Even as the clash developed the 
House received President Tru- 
man’s formal request for $2,434,- 
441,000 for the expanding defense 
program. This brings total de- 
fense estimates to more than 14 
billions for the year starting July 1. 

Yesterday's request actually was 
only a breakdown of the general 
plea Truman made to Congress in 
April. He said then the world 
situation called for defense spend- 
ing of around 3 billion dollars in 
addition to previous estimates of 
11 billions for the next fiscal year, 

Although Congress generally has 
been going along with Truman's 
requests for military funds, it has 
not approved his plans for increas- 
ing the manpower of the armed 
forces by a temporary draft and 
universal military training, 

Both manpower plans are in- 
volved in the House committee's 
dispute. The Armed Services Com- 
mittee has approved both a U. M. T. 
and a draft bill, but both meas- 
ures have been blocked by the 
Rules Committee. 

G. O. P. Disagreement. 

Meanwhile, an unsettled dispute 
among Senate Republican leaders 
caused a delay in deciding party 
policy on the controversial plan to 
combine peacetime draft with 
military training. 

Chairman Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
told reporters today that the Sen- 
ate G.O.P. policy committee dis- 
cussed the plan at length at a 
closed session, but failed to reach 
any conclusions, 

The Senate adjounred until 
Monday in respect to Senator 
Overton (Dem.), Louisiana, who 
died early today. It then will be- 
gin debate on a miltimillion dol- 
lar flood control and navigation 
bill. 

Taft said a dispute over an at- 
tempt to cut $200,000,000 from the 
measure probably will take two 
days. Another controversy after 
that over a bill to admit 100,000 
European displaced persons also 
may take two days, Taft said.

The Air Force apparently intends 
to recapture the aircraft speed 
record now held by the Navy. 

It announced today plans to test 
a powerful new jet engine, in the 
North American F-86A fighter 
plane at Muroo Air Base, Calif. 

The Air Force said the North 
American fighter, which has a 
swept-back wing, is designed for 
speeds of 650 miles an hour. The 
present 650.6-mile-per-hour record 


is held by the Navy’s Douglas Sky- 
streak. 


The Air Force fighter has a 
range of more than 17,000. miles 
and can operate at altitudes of 
more than 40,000 feet. The Air 
Force has ordered about 225. of 
them. 

The new jet engine, the J47-A, is 
produced by General Electric. Its 
jet force—called “rated thrust”— 
is about 5000 pounds. This com- 
pares with a thrust of about 4000 
pounds for the J-35 engine, now 
used in the North American plane 
and nine other types of fighters 
and bombers, the Air Force said. 
Although developing much more 
power, the new engine is about 
the same size as the older model. 

At current jet fighter top speed 
it should produce a thrust equal 
to 10,000 horsepower from piston 


engines.

Mayor Kaufmann appears at his best in his 
newest effort to effect in the city government 
economies which will offset to some extent at 
least the mounting municipal deficit. This time 
the Mayor's proposal holds the promise of long- 
term gains of a permanent value. 

What Mr. Kaufmann asks is a thorough survey 
of the government of St. Louis with a view to 
suggesting changes to the voters in a revision of 

‘The Mayor does more than ask for this survey. 
He is taking the initiative himself in getting it 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen. Employ- 
ing a seldom-used provision whereby the Mayor 
may introduce bills, Mr. Kaufmann is his own 
sponsor of the measure. ee 

It was his preference that the bill be intro- 
duced by the President of the Board of: Alder- 
men, Charles Albanese, who is oné of the three 
members of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment—the executive committee, as it were, 
at City Hall. But Mr. Albanese declined. He 
said he “would like to get some idea first of 
what would be recommended in the survey.” 


The Mayor's position is the sound one that it 
is necessary to have an expert survey before 
there can be wise recommendations as to many 
changes. The charter puts 21 municipal func- 
tions under state control. Some of these doubt- 
less should be brought under city authority. 
But which ones? 

What is needed, as the Mayor makes plain, is 
a survey of the St. Louis-governmental organiza- 
tion, illuminated by a description of organiza- 
tion, practice and experience in comparable 
cities. Those functions which need to stay under 
state control to protect St. Louisans should be 
kept right where they are. Those state- 
controlled functions of less vital character 
should be put under municipal control in order 
to make them responsible to the city, as well as 
responsive in matters of expenditure and related 
considerations. . 

Some of our services of a combined state and 

local nature could be abolished outright and 
their functions lodged with other city depart- 
ments. As is well-known, the office of Sheriff 
of St. Louis, for example, performs little in the 
way of useful service, notwithstanding its ex- 
pensive operation. 

Although the Comptroller’s office is opposed, 
presumably because the survey would carry an 
appropriation of $15,000, and Aldermanic Presi- 
dent Albanese is lukewarm in his willingness to 
go along if the Mayor introduces the bill, Mr. 
Kaufmann does not stand alone. The fact is 
that he has impressive support. 

The need for modernization of the city charter 
was brought out clearly by the Griffenhagen 
report,. It has been shown by a series of studies 
of municipal activities by che Governmental Re- 
search Institute. It was recently affirmed by- 
the Citizens’ Tax Commission. The case for re- 
vision was only last week impressively summar- 
ized in a letter to the Post-Dispatch by Henry F. 


Chadeayne, who is one of the community’s abler . 


students of municipal affairs. 


The objection that the survey would cost some 
money is absurd. Is the city out anything if it 
spends $15.000 and learns ways in which it 
can, without impairment of the public service, 
save many times that amount each year? 
In the Governmental Research Institute, the 
community has a private agency fully capable, 
with some additional staff, of making the survey 
the Mayor proposes.. The lengths to which the 
Mayor is going to identify himself with this in- 
ventory of the city’s structure should impress 
the Aldermen with its importance. We hope 
they will speed it to passage.

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The Gas Lobby Takes à Defeat 


A campaign by natural gas and oil companies 
te throw off all federal controls and open up the 
business to unlimited price gouging has been de- 
feated in Congress. ‘ 

By voting down the Moore-Rizley bill, the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Committee has 
killed the measure for the present session. 

It may be expected to be brought up again in 
one form or another, however. The lure of mil- 
lions of dollars of extra profits does not move 
the oll and gas lohby to faint-heartedness, and 
estimates are that the bill would enable the in- 
dustry to take $50,000,000 a year extra from 
consumers, 4 

For the present, the fight centers on the 
appointment of a fifth member to fill the only 
vacancy in the Federal Power Commission, An 
administrative act of that body could attain the 
objectives of the Moore-Rizley bill.

When Mercy Is Strained 
It is a good thing that Europe's displaced per- 
sons have developed the virtue of patience.

The latest. obstacle to the admission of some 

af these war victims to the United States began 
to take shape in the Sengte yesterday when a 
party-line fight was threatened against a sub- 
stitute by Senator McGrath for a bill offered 
by the Republican-controlled Judiciary Commit- 
tee. The committee bill would admit only 100. 
000 DP in the next two years. The substitute 
would raise this to 200,000, which is the figure 
in the pending House bill.

To End an Injustice 

The Judd bill is one which Congress ought to 
pass, if only to discharge a moral obligation in- 
curred during the war. This measure, on which 
hearings were held the other day, would provide 
the privilege of becoming naturalized citizens to 
all immigrants having a legal right to permanent 
residence in the United States. It also would 


make immigration quotas’ available to Asiatic . 


and Pacific peoples. : 

As Representative Judd of Minnesota said in 
introducing the bill, it would admit only a few 
hundred more Asiatics à year. The important 
thing about it is that it would confer the right to 
vote and the full protection of the law on per- 
sons to many of whom the nation is deeply 
indebted. : 

As an example, Mr. Judd cited the case of 
Mrs. Munemori. Her son Sadao, was a member 
of the famous and Regimental Combat Team 
which so brilliantly distinguished itself in Italy. 
He was one of its heroes who did not come back. 
Yet his mother, though qualified in every other 
way, is denied citizenship. ; 

Similar examples were cited by President 
Truman’s Committee on Civil Rights which 
urged “the modification of the federal naturali- 
zation laws to permit the granting of citizenship 
without regard to the race, color, or ‘national 
origin of applicants.” In the past, barriers 


against Chinese, Filipinos, natives of India and 


other peoples were pulled down. So it is hard 
to understand why the bars are kept up against 
those of Japanése origin. 

And they are the chief victims of this form of 
discrimination just now. According to the latest 
figures—those of June 30, 1943—there are 
90,521 of them out of only 96,485 persons living 
in the United States but ineligible for citizen- 
ship. The next largest group is made up of 3521 
Koreans, The other groups—Afghans, Malayans, 

Siamese, British and French Pacific Islanders, 
Guanamanians, Javanese, Sumatrans and Neth- 
erlands Indians number only between 111 and 
288 each. 8 

Unfortunately, there has been an increase of 
racist legislation in some of the states since VJ- 
day. But if individual states have forgotten why 
the war was fought, there is all the more reason 
for the Federal Government by its example to 
remind them. Not to pass the Judd bill would 
be a denial of the American tradition of equality 
of opportunity, and a sad blot on a nation whose 
representatives in foreign parts are preaching 
democracy morning, noon and night. 
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Can Machines Be Human? 

There is something encouraging about the 
$11,385 error which a money order machine 
made in San Francisco. It suggests that ma- 
chines are not cursed, after all, with the infal- 
libility often credited to them. The chillness of 
their perfection is less than absolute. The 
warmth of error is in it, and not just stingy 
/ little error but whopping, robust error such .as 
we human beings are justly famous for, and 
such as makes us human beings instead of some- 
thing more mechanical than machines. 


Perhaps the machines have been maligned. 
‘If they are enough like people to make a mis- 
take, maybe they are enough like them to be 
more charming acquaintances, better companions 
and more loyal friends than they appear to be. 
We only hope they aren’t enough like human 
beings to make mankind’s worst error, and we 
don't believe they are, for we haven't heard of 
the tractors declaring a state of war on the 
cement mixers, or the bulldozers attacking the 
steam shovels.

half the members voted by the majority of 483 
to 270 to ask Gov. Donnelly to veto the item. 


Since this resolution is being sent at once to 
Jefferson City, its three main points deserve 
quotation, . They are as follows: 

1, It would be difficult, if not impossible, 
for such a school to provide adequate legal 
education, or legal education equal to that 
provided by the University of Missouri. The 
public interest demands that lawyers, white 
or colored, be adequately educated and 
trained. : , 

2. The legal education of Negro students 
can be more economically provided at the 
law school of the University of Missouri, 
and funds that would otherwise be appropri- 
ated for a separate Negro law school could 
be used to improve the law school of the 
University of Missouri, thus inuring to the 
benefit of white and Negro students alike. 

J. The establishment on a permanent basis 
of a separate law school for Ne will, in 
our * result in a denial to Negroes 
of the equal opportunities guaranteed by 
Section 2 of e I of the Constitution of 
1945, as follows: “All persons are created 
equal and are entitled to equal rights and 
opportunities under the law.” 


This resolution, so impressively indorsed by 
the Bar Association of Missouri's largest city, 
should encourage the Governor, himself a law- 
ver, to veto this flagrantly wasteful and clearly 
discriminatory use of the people’s money. 
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Reciprocal Trade Compromise ? 


As the controversial Frade Agreement Act 
draws near its June 12 expiration, the House 
Ways and Means Committee proposes a one- 
year extension of the present law. 

One year, in contrast with the customary three 
years, would alarm other countries. It would 
suggest that the majority party in. Congress is 
only biding its time until it controls the admin- 
istration, whereupon it would return the United 
States to high tariffs. Foreignérs would remein- 
ber that in 1934, 1937, 1940 and 1945, majorities 
of the Republicans in both House and Senate 
voted against this law. They would move, now to 
protect their economic destinies from a reversal 
in American policy. Their protective measures 
would inevitably weaken the Marshall plan's 
new bonds between America and other countries. 

An extension of one year would hold over the 
vital trade-policy decision until after the next 


President and Congress were safe in office. 


Voters have every right to a clear-cut decision 
for or against a bona fide three-year extension 
before they go to the polls in November.

Russia was not upique. For 25 years, 
under Mussolini's 
nism grew underground in Italy. They 
were outlawed there. The leaders were ex- 
iled, sent to prison or assassinated, But 
just two weeks ago, the Communists and 
their allies, after a terrific campaign, polled 
more than 30 per cent of the vote. In every 
Nazi-occupied country in Europe, Commu- 
nism went underground during the war. In 
every case it emerged stronger than ever. 


It flourishes in the dark of the night. It | 


grows to power underground, 


The lesson is plain, So long as Commu-, 


nists are out in the opén in our country 
they will never have a chance. I want ‘o 
keep them out in the open. 

I am unalterably, whole-heartedly and 
unswervingly against any scheme to write 
laws outlawing people because of their re- 
ligious, political, social or economic ideas. 
T am against it because it is a violation of 
the Constitution and the Bill of Rights. I 
am against it because it is immoral and 
nothing but totalitarianism itself. I am 
against it because I know from many years 
experience in enforcement of the law that 
the proposal would not work and instead 
would advance the cause of Communism 
rapidly in this country and all over the 
world. 


A Police State Measure 


As I have watched the repeated proposal 
of this easy panacea of getting rid of ideas 
we do not like by passing a law, I have 
been increasingly*shocked. This glib pro- 
posal to outlaw the Communist party would 
be quickly recognized everywhere as an ab- 
ject surrender by the great United States 
to the methods of totalitarianism. It is 
time that we really examine this proposi- 
tion which states that in order to maintain 
our free way of life ‘we must in part aban- 
don freedom; that in order to maintain in- 
dividual liberty we must copy the operation 


of the police state. 


Stripped to its naked essentials, this is 


dictatorship, Commu- . 


nothing but the method of Hitler and 
Stalin. It is thought control borrowed from 
the Japanese war leadership, It is an at- 
tempt to beat down Ideas with a club. It 
is surrender of everything we bélieve in. 
It is a philosophy which I shall fight to 
the limit of my strength. 

The world is ruled by ideas and you can- 
not kill an idea by force, You can’t kill it 
by this ‘crude proposition to outlaw it. You 
cannot fight Communism by adopting its 
own methods, 


Banning Has Never Worked 


The Bill of Rights is the climax of the 
struggle of mankind for freedom over 5000 
years of written history. Every word of 1 
—every letter of it—has been wrung from. 
despots by tortured human beings through 
the blood of saints and heroes, Since it 
was written into our Constitution 160 years 
ago it has been defended by succeeding 
generatiofis of our youth. Surely we will 
not now, in‘a moment of crisis, attempt to 
tarnish these most priceless rights of the 
American people, 


This idea of outlawing a party has never 
worked and it never will. But there are 
things we can do about Communists, and 
very effective things, There is a sharp 
difference between the fundamental right 
to think and to speak and the criminal act, 
of undermining and seeking to overthrow 
our Government, I spent many years deal 
ing with outlaws. It was established that 
if you will use the laws already in existence 
with firmness and skill and viger, We can 
protect ourselves from our internal éne- 
mies and we can do it with scrupulous re- 
gard for the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights.

The episodes, when, in fear of his life and taking his wife and 
child with him for safety, he tried in vain to reach high Gov- 
ernment officials and had his amazing story turned down by 
a newspaper as the pipe-dream of a crank, are full of agonizing 
suspense. Such factual] details of his story, as turning down 
the corners of documehts he wished to save as evidence, 
are followed carefully, adding to the aura of authenticity sup- 
plied by the semi-documentary treatment and the use of actual 
exterior locales in the scenes. 

There is, as has been said, no editorializing. The facts speak 
for themselves. Whether it is a breach of faith for one country 
to spy on its allies is not discussed. The observer may draw his 
own conclusions. But the movie is doing a valuable public serv- 
ice in forcefully reminding the public of the facts through the 
dramatic medium. So calm and objective is the film in its ap- 
proach, we cannot sympathize with attacks on it by Communist 
organizations and well-meaning pacifists that it is an incitement 
to war. It is, rather, a strong and refreshingly antiseptic piece 
of realism strikingly presented. 


Depressing Love Affair. * 

The film version of Erich Maria Remarques novel of refu- 
gees in Paris prior to the war, “ARCH OF TRIUMPH” was 
awaited with some expectation because it co-starred Ingrid 
Bergman and Charles Boyer. Unfortunately the movie, now at

expensive dud. It moves in a miasmic atmos- 
phere of torpid gloom. It’s nearly always 
raining in Paris, and the dampness is reflected 
in the long senles of shots of Bergman and 
Boyer in the throes of what seemed to us a 
depressingly lugubrious and not particularly 
interesting love affair. There is no mood of 
xaltatio conveyed in the affair, no sense of deep tragedy or 
éf spiritual purging in its termination.

In contrast, Boyer plays 
Ravic, the harassed refugee surgeon, with beautiful restraint 
and subtlety. He gives the role a quiet realism that makes 
Miss Bergman and her girlish histrionics seem way off key. 
Charles Laughton contributes a com section characterization 
of a Nazi SS fiend that ought to make Miss Bergman feel more 
comfortable.
